NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV’S threat on Berlin 
was the issu e that precipitated the decision 
to hold a su mmit meeting and the Berlin 
issu e is still nominally the No. 1 item on 
the agenda. Bu t neither side has bu dged an 
inch on the Berlin qu estion and neither side 
has any real hopes that an ou t-and-ou t agree­ 
ment will be reached.

Instead, both sides are talking more and 
-more abou t disarm am ent, which promises to 
the No 1 item on the Genev a agenda in 
fact if not in name.

NO ONE CAN DENY that the tensions cre­ 
ated by Mr. K's original threat on Berlin a 
year and a half ago hav e been greatly dimin­ 
ished in the preparations of the last nine 
months or so for the Genev a meeting. No 
one can deny that the shifting of emphasis 
from the Berlin qu estion to disarn.am ent has 
encou raged hope rather than despair, ev en 
thou gh little of real su bstance may be ac­ 
complished on either topic. 
The danger of su mmit conferences is the 
arou sing of false hopes, which are followed 
bh grand disillu sionment. What is needed is 
cau tiou s optimism rather than soaring illu ­ 
sion or stark pessimism. 
The fact that a su m mit conference can he 
held at all is something to be thankfu l for.

You should be able to hit the. ball 
farther w-ithout excessive effort 
with any of the four woods than 
with any of the irons. 
The woods demand your b e s t 
swing because they involve the big­ 
gest arc. The wider and longer the 
arc, the more the strain on funda­ 
mentals. 
As you address the ball, the 
knees, hips, hands and shoulders 
enter a forward press together and 
go from there as a unit. As the 
pivot begins, the clubhead is kept 
as 
close to the ground as pos­ 
sible. The hips, shoulders, hands 
and clubhead maintain the same 
angle relative to any line of flight. 
The knees stay flexed. The l e f t 
knee begins to give in to the pivot 
♦o permit an easy turn. 
As the arc heads upward and the 
hands and clubhead reach a waist- 
high position, the right elbow turns 
down, the right arm folds under 
and the left arm remains comfor­ 
tably straight as the wrists be­ 
gin to cock. 
The wrists have finished cocking 
at the completion of the b a c k 
swing. The club is close to being 
parallel to the ground. .The head 
remains steady, the eyes on the 
ball, knees flexed 
As I emphasize in my Golf- to- 
Music Lessons album, the all-im­ 
portant first move back down to 
the ball is led by the hips which 
bring the arms, hands and club- 


The first move back down 


head down in that order. T h e 
wrists remain cocked, the kn e e s 
flexed. 
The hands unleash all the pow­ 
er transmitted to them by t h e 
legs, hips and arms and the un­ 
cocking of the wrists as they reach 
a point almost directly over a ball. 
A seeming body lag is common 
at the finish of pll good golf swings. 
If the feet, knees, hips, should­ 
ers, hands and club have worked 
together, you will be able to stand 
<n this position perfectly balanced. 
This enables you to enjoy the 
'hrill of a completely spent rhyth­ 
mic swing.

Kennedy's Hopes 


Also Get Boost

litical stock climbed today on the 
strength of some Republican vot­ 
ing dividends in Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts.
